Washington, Dec. 12—(AP)— 


Edwin W. Pauley testified today 
that neither President 
Truman 


nor Secretary of Agriculture An- 
derson could, have known when 
they criticized speculators that 
Pauley was operating 
on 
the 


commodities market. 


Pauley, a special assistant to 


Secretary of the Army Royall, 
made the statement before the 
senate' appropriations committee 
as he testified he 
is 
"$100,000 


worse off" because he 
started 


selling his holdings in commodity 
futures after taking over the post 
last Sept. 3. 


Truman in a radio address Oct. 


5 criticized the "greed of specu- 
lators who gamble on what may 
lie ahead in our commodity mar- 
kets." Later, in laying his 10- 
point anti-inflation program be- 
fore congress, the president ask- 
ed legislation to regulate specu- 
lative trading on the exchanges. 


Pauley testified he held "some- 


thing less than a million dollars 
worth of commodities when he 
took the Army post. 


"Did Bather Well" 


In a statement to the commit- 


tee he said that he had "liquidat- 
ed approximately 90 per cent of 
those commodities, reducing my 
holdings of grain from 500,000 
bushels to approximately 50,000 
bushels." 


Later he told the senators that 


he "did rather well" in commodi- 
ties .trading this year. 


But he denied," under question- 


ing by Senator Ferguson (R- 
Mich), that Truman could have 
"conceivably" known of Pauley's 
activities on Oct. 5 when. Truman 
declared that the cost of living 
must not be a football kicked 
around by gamblers speculating 
in the market. 


Reading a brief prepared state- 


ment to the senate appropriations 
cothittee, Parley said that he has 
sold nine-tenths., of his holdings 
and none of his Army, connections 
had been used in. his "tradings.

came to a choice between "Presi- 
dent Truman, and Senator Taft 
(R-Ohio) he would vote for Taft. 


From the Democratic organiza-

and.-tyranniciil powty of the state, 
which we have seen so ruthless 
n its persecutions In our own 
:ime, was dominant. In that rule 
of power, gone insane, the worship 
the Emperor was made a test 
loyalty to the state. It was not 
enough that the Christian citizen

be loyal 
to the-empire. 


He was called on to show 
that 
oyalty by an act of idolatry worse 
ban that of bowing down to wood 
and stone—the sacrilege gf setting,

With Red Russia everywhere 


fiercely pressing her world revo- 
lution for the establishment of 
Communism, the U. S. senate has 
made a momentous contribution 
to Western hemisphere security, 
and consequently to global peace, 
by, ratifying1 the inter-American 
defense treaty which was framed 
last summer at Rio de Janeiro. 


Under this historic pact the 


countries of the new world would 
stand together to fight off attack 
against any one of them. Senator 
Tom Connally, one of the framers 
of the agreement, describes it as 
"a long step in the direction of 
guaranteeing the safety and se- 
curity of the American republics 
from aggression or attack by any 
power outside this hemisphere." 


This, agreement isn't aimed at 


any particular nation. It .is aimed 
at 
aggression, 
from 
whatever 


source. 
However,', it'is significant 


that the American 
ratification 


comes at a tense moment in the 
fight against Communist aggres- 
sion. 
It comes after numerous 


countries of the two Americas! 
have been forced to take action 
against 
Red 
fifth 
columnists, 


among these nations being the 
United 
States, 
Canada, 
Chile, 


Brazil. 
Paraguay, 
Cuba 
and 


Dominican. Republic, 


Future of Treaty 


The treaty must be ratified by 


two-th'irds of the; nineteen •••nation's 
which signed it at Rio. Three al- 


ready have approved and the rest, 
most of 'whom1 have been waiting 
to see what action Washington 
would take, are expected to follow 
quickly. 


Of course the "chief strength of 


this treaty lies In the solidarity 
which it creates, rather than in 
the material resources which can 
be contributed by the smaller na- 
tions. 
A little state might pro- 


vide an aggressor with a vital 
base for operations against,, the 
hemisphere as a whole. 
With 


solidarity, the United States is 
capable of providing the where- 
withal for defense. 


So much for the western world. 


But what about Western Europe 
where 
Communism 
has \ been 


pressing for the kill against the 
French and Italian governments'!. 
Should 
Bolshevism 
extend 
its 


domination through to the English 
channel, 
its 
next 
major move 


would be jump the Atlantic. You 
know what that would mean!
